Aunt Susan, though the vounjrer of the sis- 


ters, was by univereil consent allowed the pn- 
onty whenever their names were coupled togeth- 
er 
This honor was jriven to her from the cir- 


cumstance of her intellectual superiority, and 
because her character was the more prominent 
and impressive.
